Relatives told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that they have compiled a 
Mst of 450 Argentinian Jews who 
have been killed or reported misa- 
ing. They are demanding that the 
Argentine government immediately 
publish a complete list of ali the dead 
and missing, set trials for all the ac- 
cused, and put an end to abduction 
and torture. 


Some Jewish prisoners, they 
charged, have had swastikas burnt 
into their backs. ‘As bad a8 non- 
Jews have been treated in the 
prisons, Jews have been treated 
worse.'' They urge Jewish 
organizations to muster their ranks 


and protest againat the condition of 
Argentinian Jewry with as much 
energy as is put into campaigns to 
help Soviet Jewry. 

The relatives noted that many of 
Argentina's 500,000 Jews supported 
the new government when {t brought 
Isabel Peron to her downfall. They 
had hoped that the Videla govern- 
ment would protect their economic 
position, But the "fascist Argentine. 
government," they said, ‘‘turned out 
to be anti-Semitic." Allya figures are 
sult low, because Jews hope that the 
trouble will eventually “‘biow over.””

Nato undecided 
on neutron bomb 


BRUSSELS (UPI). — A special 
meeting to discuss production and 
deployment of the neutron warhead 
has been cancelled because Euro- 
pean countries still are far away 
from a decision, Nato officials said 
yesterday. 

Ambassadors asalgned to Nato 
along with officials from the national 
capitals were to have attended a 
meeting in Brussels today dedicated 
entirely to the neutron weapon, a 
nuclear device which killa by radia- 
tion while causing relatively 
restricted blast damage. 

No new date for the meeting was 
set, Nato sources said. 

Officials said cancellation of the 
meeting did not mean that intensive 
high-level consultations among the 
involved governments had been 
stopped. 


Soviet writer fears 
exile if he travels 


MOSCOW (UPI\i. — Satirist 
Vladimir Voinovich, the Soviet 
Union's most popular underground 
writer, said yesterday he will give up 
efforts to travel abroad hecause he 
fears that leaving the country would 
be “equivalent to voluntary ex- 
puision."' 

Voinovich said in a statement to 
Western correspondents that-he was 
planning to ask Soviet authorities for 
permission to accept invitations 
from the U.S., France and West Ger- 
many, where his books, "The Life 
and Extraordinary Adventures of 
Soldier Ivan Chonkin" and ‘The 
Ivanikad” have been published. 

The 46-year-old writer was expell- 
ed from the Union of Writers in 1974 
and has complained since that 
authorities have cut off his telephone 
and had him followed. But he has 
said repeatedly he does not consider 
himself a dissident and does not 
want to emigrate. 


Banned editor freed 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — Percy 
Qoboza, editor of the banned 
newspaper, ‘"The World," which was 
South Africa's largest black voice, 
will become editor next month of 
“Post and Weekend Post." 

"Post and Weekend Post,'' 
originally only a Durban publication 
of the same parent publications 
group, Argus, has been published 
from the same offices and by the 
same staff as ‘The World" before its 
banning on October 19 laat year. 

Qoboza, an internationally known 
black editor and former Nieman 
fellow at Harvard University in the 
U.S., was detained under no charge 
in Modder-Bee prison for four and 
one-half months.

PARIS (UPI). — President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing yesterday set in 
motion the machinery for naming a 
new prime minister and a broader- 
based government in the wake of 
parliamentary elections which hand- 
ed a new five-year term to the 
centre-right parties supporting him.

High winds hinder French 
fight against oil slick | 


BREST. France (UPI). — The 
world's largest? ofl slick, a 110,000-ton 
spill from the wreck of the super- 
tanker Amoco Cadiz, spread rapidly 
yesterday along the coast of Brittany 
in high winds which left experts 
almost helpless to stop it. 

‘The crude oil, pushed by the winds 
which broke floating booms set up by 
rescue crews, hit the pink granite 
coast and white sand beaches on one 
of the arees worst hit by the 30,000- 
ton oi] slick caused by the Torrey Ca-" 
nyon 11 years ago. Salvage work was 
almost toally paralysed by the high 
seas and strong winds. The oil slick 
spread over 110km. of coastline and 
out over a total area of 2,000 aquare 
kilometres of the English Channel. 

The Amoco Cadiz, owned by a sub- 
sidiary of U.S.’ Standard-Oi] and 
chartered by Shell International, 
broke in two on Friday on 
reefs Skm. off the fishing village of 
Portsall. ; Ἧ 

The French navy and local 
authorities, who are heading the 
fight to contain the ΟἿ slick, have 
called on pollution experts from the 
U.S., Japan, Britain and Germany 
for help. Huge amounts of tubing to 
help pump the remaining 110,000 
tons of crude of] from the ship's un- 
damaged holds have been flown in on 
U.S. Air Force planes, but it will take 
days to get the tubing in place even 
after the wind dies down. 

Hight British tugboets are working 
on the northeast border of the slick to 
prevent it from spreading further 


but the booms they tow are regularly 
torn apart by the wind. 

The anti-pollution operations are 
hampered even further by the spring 
tide which will sweep the slick even 
higher up on shore within a week. 

According to investigators, the 
tanker, on its way from the Persian 
Gulf to Rotterdam, broke its steering 
gear at about noon on Thursday off 
the Breton coast, But the ship's 
master sent no distress signal until 
11:18 p.m. on Friday, just seconds 

sbefore running aground, the French 
navy reported.

Ibsen was 
written off as ‘‘a gloomy sort of ἃ 
ghoul,"' while hig admirers were 
classed as “lovers of prurience,”’ 

Tosen answered these attacks by 
writmg "An Enemy of the People” 
(1882), reproaching the ‘unthinking 
majority." This play tells the story 
of a doctor at a small spa who dis- 
covers that the baths are con- 
taminated. At first the citizens 
praise him, but then, realizing that 
their income will be affected if the 
baths close, brand him as an enemy. 


IBSEN ended his exile in 1891. Still 
producing a play every second year, 
he settled in Christiania (Oslo), 
strolling along its main street 
daily to seat himself in a cafe, to be 
inspected by fens and the curious 
who found him both “amiable and 
‘brooding.’ Indeed, a man with 
sudden personality changes. 
On his deathbed in 1906, he 
overheard a nurse tell visitors that 
he was a little better. ‘‘On the con- 
trary,"" he uttered — appropriate 
last words from the man who 
devoted his life to correcting Hes.

TEL AVIV. — Cla! (Israel) Ltd. 
yesterday announced its financial 
results for fiscal 1977. The company 
is one of the two largest business and 
industrial concerns in Israel, with 
some 130 companies included in its 
consolidated balance sheet. 

The net profit of IL46.87 per Τ 100 
share marked a 70 per cent rise over 
1976. The net after-tax profit of the 
Cia] group rose by 86 per cent and 
reached 1L175.3m., compared to 
IL94.1m. in 1976. 

The outstanding resulta achieved 
by the company are all the more im- 
pressive when considering that more 
than one half of the profits were 
realized by the group industrial com- 
panies in a year characterized by 
economic stagnation. 

In the past year the firm's manag- 
ing direetor, Aharon Dovrat, fulfill- 
ed his promise. of limiting in- 
vestments and of achieving financial 
consolidation. The group's 1977 in- 
‘vestment programme wes in the 
order of only IL120m., of which 
1L90m. was in the industrial sector. 
Dovrat estimated that he will be able 
to resume a policy of bigger in- 
vestments, in the order of IL.200m., 
in the current year. 

Judging by Clal's liquid assets of 
IL687m., at the balance sheet date, it 
can be seen that this perticuler part 
of the firm's operations saw a vast 
improvement when compared to the 
figure of only I2.129m. at the end of 
1976. In addition to this, the com- 
pany's working capital stood at 
1L361m., marking ἃ 200 per cent in- 
crease. 

The consolidated assets of the 
group were ILSb., compared to 
IL3.3b. last year. 

Clal increased {ts own capital 
means last year by way of a 400,000 
ordinary IL100 share issue, 
resulted from rights tendered to the 
company's shareholders. Various 
members of the Clal group also rais- 
ed moneys by way of the stock ex- 
change, so that the final figure for 
the year came to an additional 
TL200m. 


In addition, Clal was the

beneficiary of investments by 
toreign residents in the sum of $15m. 
An additional §5m. of similar in- 
vestments is anticipated in the near 
term. 

Exports by the group rose by some 
30 per cent to $45m. “We are expan- 
ding our export drive, and even in 
some cases where profitability has 
been adversely affected by the 
government's New Economic 
Policy, we shall continue the effort,"’ 
Dovrat said. 

He further pointed out that intense 
efforts at ‘ around" the un- 
profitable position of some of the 
concern's enterprises had yielded 
satisfactory results, A case in point 
is Azorim, which in 1976 reported a 
net profit of less than TL.500,000 on in- 
come of some IL427m. In the past 
year the company reported 2 net 
Profit of Τωβ. and a target of 
IL15m. in profits has been set for the 
current year. 

Clal effected austerity measures 

‘and was successful In releasing 
workers, as required, on the basis of 
efficiency criteria. 

A closer inspection of the 74-page 
annual statement reveals that Clal in 
1977 accumulated close to IL375m. in 
what may be termed ‘“‘hidden 
assets,"' which are not incorporated 
in the financial statements. This 
figure consists of the differentials of 
investment in shares and debentures 
and thelr true market value as well 
88 cost-of-living {ndex differentials. 

Net profita at Clal have risen more 
than five-fold in the past five years. 
Over the years, investors in Clal's 
shares have been well rewarded. 
This holds true for investments 
whose origin was Israeli currency, 
as well ag for investments made in 
foreign currency, according to 
Aharon Dovrat. 

After a year of financial consolida- 
tion, the group will assume a more 
aggressive business stance in terms 
of investmenta in new projects or the 
enlargement of existing companies.

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Inflation beating Ehrlich 


FINANCE MINISTER Simha Ebrlich has practically rejected 
the Histadrut's proposal to freeze prices on basic commodities 
and government services as part of a package deal intended to 
keep wage rises within the bounds of the 10-15 per cent demand- 
ed by the Histadrut. 

The Finance Minister’s argument is that the price freeze 
would cost the Treasury some IL5b., thus forcing it to print 
more money — and that, in turn, would make the price freeze 
self-defeating. 

Tt seems to have escaped the notice of the Finance Minister 
that failure to meet the Histadrut half-way in order to enabie it 
to maintain ἃ restrained wage policy will also be self-defeating. 
There can be little doubt that, given the advance notice of Mr. 
Ehbrlich's intention to bring about substantial price hikes, wage 
demands will include not only compensation for the erosion of 
real wages in the last few months, but also anticipatory wage in- 
creases, as a hedge against expected future erosion. 

Mr. Ehriich's argument that he cannot forgo the revenue ex- 
pected from the planned price increases would have been more 
convincing had he not, at the same time, announced substantial 
tax cuts for industry. These may cost the Treasury as much as 
IL2b., only part of which will be in direct aid to exporters. 

The Finance Minister no doubt hopes that these tex cuts will 
stimulate investment and thus initiate the long-promised 
revival of economic growth. It is, however, doubtful whether 
this will happen if inflation is given another boost by further 
subsidy cuts and higher prices for Government services on the 
one hand, and by the inevitable compensatory wage hikes, on 
the other hand. ᾿ 

- The contrast between the fairly lavish tax cuts for business, 
coming on top of the continued heavy subsidization of capital, 
and other measures which make the tax system gradually more 
regressive, will no doubt further embitter the wage 
negotiations. 

Tough words will not change realities. The wage demands of 
the Histadrut ere restrained and do little more than restore the 
real wage level to what it was before Mr. Hhrlich's new 
economic policy. Maintaining the stability of real wages is also 
the declared goal of the Finance Minister himself. 

What workers are interested in, however, is their take-home 
pay. Juggling the statistics of gross wages to prove that real 
wages have been maintained will not persuade anyone when the 
Treasury insists on making further inroads into workers’ real 
disposable income by raising the prices of basic foods, fuel, 
electricity, transportation and other services. 

Untess Mr. Ehrlich cooperates in arresting the wage-price 
spiral, by providing the Histadrut with the necessary pre- 
conditions to enable it to maintain a restrained wage policy, 
prospects for the renewal of economic growth will once again 
recede into the diztant future. Nothing is so likely to stifle in- 
vestment and growth as continued inflation; tax cuts even more 
generous than those now announced by the Treasury are unlike- 
ly to compensate for the depressing effect of such continuing in- 
flation. 

Up to a point, and in certain circumstances, inflation can be 
slowed by temporarily creating even greater inflation. But we 
seem to have passed that point long ago, and the routine 
application of the same cure is likely to be worse than the 
original disease. Mr. Ehrlich would therefore be well advised to 
come up with a coherent policy on this central problem of the 
economy, which is in his charge, rather than with arguments 
and occasional blustery statements that are usually retracted 
or denied the next day.

Your 
friends shot him in the throat. He 
was 14 years old and played the 
clarinet. 

Now I am not sure what the men- 
tality of a terrorist might be, since, 
unlike you, I have never had one for 
ἃ friend. But it seems lagical to 
aasume that if you have murdered 
sQmeone, you might like — even if 
only out of idle curiosity, but es- 
pecially out of ideology — to mow 
something about the life you have 
taken. So please let me tell you a lit- 
tle bit about my cousin Imri. I 
Promise you it won't aecupy much of 
your time. Because if someone is 
murdered when he ia only 14 years 
old, how much can there be to tell? 

Im fact, Imri's life was so brief and 
there was so little he ever had a 
chance to do, that I might as well 
begin with his grandfather and 
grandmother. 

Imri's ther is a poet, a 
lover of the English Romantics. He 
has won some fine prizes for his 
work (including the Brenner Prize, 
named after an early Zionist who 
vowed that Jews were no longer go- 
ing to be murdered for being 
Jews). And he has translated Walt 
Whitman into Hebrew. But he is 
rather elderly now. So these days he 
mostly sits in hig little garden 

Wordsworth and Keats and 
Shelley and Blake. 

The garden is rather special. It is 
in the backyard of a house not far 
from the Lod airport (where some of 
your other friends murdered a group 
of Christian pilgrims not so long 
ago).
